Inthis Order, the Soldiers fall of Courage and Gallantry; went 
to the-Afſault, and mounted the Breaches, where they found 
great Reſiſfince, eſpecially ar the great Roundel, where the AC. 
cent to the Breach was high, and the Defendants numerous and 
well reſolv'd. Ours were two or three times repulſed, yet every 
time renewing the Aſſault, at length chey made themſelves ma- 
ſters of the Breach, and made good -their Poſts. The Branden- 
burghbers got Poſſeſſion of the little Wall, among whom were 
fifty Heydukes that behaved-themſfelyes very well. The Fight 
laſted from five till nine at Night, with great Effuſion of Blood, 
not ſo much by the Enemies Weapons as by their Mines, and the 
Powder which they bad ſtrew'd in ſeveral places, to which they 
ſtill ſer Fire as they were driven from their Poſts. There could 
be nothing more lamentable than to ſee berween two or three 
hundred men at a time blown vp into the Air by the force of their 
Mines, who were partly killed, and partly deſperately wounded. 
Yet for all this 'the Enemy could not terrify our men, nor by 
their obſtinate Reſiſtance prevent *em from lodging upon the 
Roundels, and upon the Curtin. There was no” great good 
done by the Heydukes that were with the Imperialiſts, for they 
were greatly afraid of Fire , and that Fear diſcourag'd *em from 
making the-falfe Attack coward the Water Side. 'The' Duke of 
Lorrain, and Count de Starenbergh, ſtood near the grand Maſter 
of the Teuronit Order, with their Swords in their Hands, en- 
coliraging the Officers and Soldiers to do their Duty. The

Skirmiſhes which our Men bad this Day with the _ there 
was a Twrksſh Officer lain, who was no doubt obliged to have got 
intothe Town.
